PROVISIONS OF WILD LANDS TAX 
~ ACT MODIFIED BY RECENT 
ADMENDMENTS 


At. the last Session of the 


Provincial Legislature, the 
Wild Lands Tax Act was amend- 
ed by legislation introduced by 
the Minister of Municipal Af- 
fairs under whose direction this 
Act is administered, 

One of the outstanding feat- 
ures of these amendments is the 
widening of the provisions un- 
der which exemption from the 
Tax might be secured, As the
